DISMISSED THE SUITS. 


Editor Cowles of Cleveland Com. 


promises Suits Aggregating 
$75,000.

Mr. Cowles’ Favored Daughter Caused Her 
Father a Great Deal of Trouble How 
the Cases Originated. 


By Telegranh to the Post-Dispatoa, 

CLEVELAND, .OnI0, August 4.—Three important 
law suits for damages, aggregating $75,000, are to 
be settled herein the withdrawal of the suits of 
Edwin Cowles of the Cleveland Leader, against the 
Penny Press; Edwin Cowles Against Richard Gil- 
mour, and Edwin Cowles against Richard Gilmour 
and Manley Tello of the Catholic University. The 
individual modestly designated as Richard Gilmour, 
is the Catholic bishop of the diocese of Cleveland, 
a Scotchman of great firmness and force of 
intellect, The suits were an episode in an 
interesting history. Briefly the story is as 
follows: Edwin Cowles, editor of the Leader, 


has for years fought the Catholics in the columns of 
his paper with such vehemence that he has been 
called a “crank” on the subject. He had a family 
of children, including an accomplished daughter 
named Helen, who went abroad and fell in love with 
a young Frenchman. She was in love. 
Some say that her father broke off the match when 
he discovered that the Frenchman was a Catholic. 
It is also stated that. feeling that her father had 
thwarted her hopes of happiness, she stipuiated that 
he should furnish her $1,200 a year and permit her 
to live. abroad. At any rate she went 
away, and he provided for her 
handsomely, being a most indulgent father, espe- 
— to this, his favorite child. On her second voy- 
age opeward she formed a friendship for a Mrs. 
Mitchell and her daughter. One day while den ounc- 
ing the Catholics 
WITH ALL HER FATHER'S FERVOR 
she learned from them that the Mitchells were 
Catholics, She was naturally embarrassed, but Mrs. 
Mitchell said: “Let us dismiss the subject. To her 
surprise Miss Cowles reverted frequently to it in a 
spirit of inquiry, and Mrs. Mitchell finally referred 
her om their arrival at Rome to the Bishop of Arme- 
dale.

When her father's opposition to the church was 
learned the Bishop was loath to receive her into the 
church until she should have had a year's time to 
reflect on the matter. At any rate she brooked no 
delay but joined the Catholic Church.

What Mrs. Storey has to Say About 
Trude, Patterson and Dennett.

A Breery Interview With the Wife of the 
Proprietor of the Times—How Mr. Trude 
Secured Control of the Paper—An In- 
teresting Bit of Newspaper History.

Times office. Since then Mrs. Storey, the wife of 
the proprietor of the Times, and the lady against 
whom the fight is being made by Messrs. Trude. 
Goudy, Patterson and others, has been seen, and, 
after much persuasion, she told the following story 
to a Post-Dispaton correspondent: 

“To put it mildly, she said, “the peculiarities of the 
Times m have been a fruitful subject of 
comment in this city for the vee = to

By the advice of my friends I some time since 
decided investig the business 
and editorial management of the — — 
Mr. Patterson, the business manager, was .direct- 
ed to compile a financial statement of its affairs. 
He asked and was granted proper time to do this, 
but instead of complying immediately, joined Mr. 
A. S. Trude in an effort to avert an examination 
and retain son of the establishment. These 
two gentlemen called to their aid Mr. W. S. Goudy, 
whose legal services were found adequate, to the 
emergency. A trusted mefsenger was dispatched 
to Indiana and a reiative of Mr. Storey brought on 
to Chicago and put to the front as an a or for a 
conservator for Mr. Storey. This gave the ntle- 
men time the better to pre their plans for re- 
taining session. They have thus far succeeded, 
and in the meantime covered their actual motive 
under the guise of ‘fighting for their heirs.““ 

“Do you mean to assent that the Times is con- 
trolled by a ring?” 

This combination or as you call it, is 
composed of A. S. Trude. the criminal lawyer, A. 
L. Patterson, the business manager; C. R. ett, 
the managing editor, and certain others.” 

MR. TRUDE WAS EMPLOYED 

some years ago to defend the paper in alibel suit. 
Since then he has insinuated himself so thoroughi 

into the office that men in prominent positions in it 
are entirely under his control. One of the first men 
to fall into line with Mr. Trude was A. L. Pat- 
terson, business manager of the Times. Some six 
or seven years.ago Mr. Storey, prompted by the in- 
sinuations of Mr. Trude that something was wrong 
in the Times counting-room,detailed that gentleman 
to institute an investigation of Mr. Patterson and his 
management. To quote the words of Mr. Trude, as 
to the manner in which he investigated Mr. Patter- 


son: 

“I quietly walked around the block for several 
days during the better part of a week, and reported 
to Mr. Storey that everything wasall right in Mr. 
Patterson's department. Had I told the truth, I 
might have gotten Mr. Patterson into trouble.” 

Mr. Patterson has—or ratherhad until a 
months ago, when one ofethem quietly moved west 
—two brothers in the employ of the Times, one of 
them as book-keeper and the other as city circula- 
tor; and thethree, as will readily beseen, were 
thus enabled to control largely the financial affairs 
of the paper. Mr. Storey, however, not 
being entirely satisfied with the results of Mr. 
Trude's investigation of the business manager, and 
the affairs of his department, about December, 15880, 
directed a man who had been for many years a 
trusted employe of his paper to enter upon the 
work of investigating all departments of the estab- 
lishment. The receipts were at that time large, but 
the expenses or leakages were out of all 
proportion, and the

Portsmovtn, N. H., August 4—The city is 
thronged, public and private buildings decorated, 
and Welcome to our Arctic Heroes” placarded on 
bunting everywhere, The harbor is filled with crafts 
laden with people. At11:20,amid considerable en- 
thusiasm, Commander Schley, Lieutenant Emory 
and Commander Coffin disembarked.

THEY WERE ENTHUSIASTICALLY GREETED.

a slouched hat, and wearing spectacles.

Powell and languidly 
lifted his hat. His every movement indicated weak- 
ness. His comrades received much attention. All 
were placed in coaches immediately and driven to 
the Rockingham Hwuuse, it having been decided they 
should not appear in the procession. At the hotel 
the crowd gathered to catch a glimpse of them. 
Lieut. Greely said to an Associated Press repre- 
sentative that he felt very well this morning, and 
he looked it. He expressed himself much moved 
by the cordiality of his reception. 
MRS. GREELY JOINED HER HUSBAND 
atthe hotel At 11:20 the procession began to 
march, The streets were packed and the crowds 
greeted the sailors of the relief squadron. The ova- 
tion continued throughout the entire route. Com- 
mander Schley, Lieut. Emory and Commander Cof- 
fin were received with tremendous applause; 80 
were Secretary Chandler, Gen. Hazen, Commo- 
dore Wells and acting-Admiral Luce. As 
the head of the procession neared the Rockingham 
House, where Lieut. Greely and survivors were wait 
ing to review it, the pressure of the crowd became so 
great that the column was delayed several minutes, 
Lieut.Greely and comrades were seated upon a 
balcony.

The Health Authorities Doubt the Puri 
of the Fluid—A Chemical Test te be 
Applied to Lippincott’s Well—15,000 
Gallons of Sewage-Tainted Bever- 
ages Consumed Daily in 
the City. 


It will probably tend to discourage the soda water 
trade of the city to make public the fact that well

The case of Mother ManpELBaAuUM, the femi- 
nine Fagin of New York City, is a striking il- 
lustration of the legal profession's ethical code. 
She is the keeper of a ‘‘fence,” a receiver of 
stolen goods. There is no doubtabout her busi- 
ness, She glories in it and makes no secret of 
her intention to continue in it, aiding and abet- 
ting theft, sharing its profits and training the 
young to lives of crime. But she has able law- 
yers who are permitted by the code of the pro- 
fession to throw around her and her business 
all the protection which the imperfections of the 
law or a skillful application of its technicalities 
can afford. 

A lawyer fully aware of her guilt and of its 
blasting effect upon her young human tools, is 
permitted by the ethics of the bar to exert his 
ingenuity to the utmost to secure her acquittal 
by discrediting the evidence against her, and 
stoutly affirming her innocence, in spite of his 
own belief or knowledge to the contrary. No- 
body ever heard of a lawyer disbarred for con- 
fessing or even boasting that he had secured the 


charged and should have been convicted. 

The excuse is that a criminal trial is an in- 
vestigating machinery, of which the advocates 
on both sides are essential parts, and that its 
perfect working requires them to speak as advo-

On Monday, at London, England, W. G. George, 
the amateur champion runner of the world, from 
one to ten miles, attem to beat the running rec- 
ord for one honr. On April 7 last. at the annual 
meeting of the London Athletic Club, at Lillie Bridge, 
Mr. George undertook to beat the ten-mile 
record—that of the American Deerfooi, who, on 
April 3, 1863, lowered all previous records by run- 
ning ten miles in 52 min. and 56 sec. It was not be- 
lieved that George could equal this performance, 
and much money was wagered on the result. The 
amateur, however, had confidence in himself, and 
went to the scratch in good condition, after a thor- 
ough training. Heran apparently within his powers 
over the whole distance, and finished in good form 
six seconds ahead of rfoot's time, running the | 
ten miles in 51 min. 0 ec. His condition at the 
finish astonishes every one, and it was freely as- 
serted that if he had not been running against time, 
but had been pushed by a competitor, he would have 
lowe the record to several sevonds more, 
and put it down possibly to 51 minutes. 
On the other hand, it was asserted that when Deer- 
foot made his record he ran more within his speed 
than George did, and that the latter. to prove him- 
self the better runner, would have to beat Deerfoot's 
distance for an hour. This was eleven miles 970 
yards, and was made with such apparent ease that 
scores. of sporting men were ready to wager that 
Deerfoot could make twelve miles. George was put 
on his mettie, and consented to train for a public at- 
tempt to beat the hour record. The attempt was 
set down for Monday, was extensively advertised, 
and drew animmense crowd. George went on the 
track in fine condition, aud ran with great contl- 
dence and strength. He finished fresh and with 
plenty of wind, but fel! short of Deerfoot's distance 
of 388 yards, having accomplisned 11 miles and dae 
yards only. George, it issaid, was surprised at the 
result, havi supposed that he had slightly ex-

The Ordeal by Water Among the 
Tribes of Central India, 


From Lyell’s Asiatic Studies, 

The ordeal by water is universal among the 
barbarous Non-Aryan tribes of Central Indi 
from the Bheels in the west country to the wil 
men in the almost unexplored jungles of Bustar 
and the far east, toward the Bay of Be . 
Here isa description of one water test, 

a few years ago from mouth of an expert 
witch- finder among the ls, who got into a 
— for applying it to an old woman. A 
bamboo is stuck up in the middle of any piece 
of water. The accused is taken to it, lays hold 
of it, and by it descends to the bottom. In the 
meantime one of the villagers shoots an arrow 
from his bow, and another runs to pick it up 
and bring it back to the place whence it was 
shot. If the woman is able to remain under 
water until this is done she is declared innocent, 
but if she comes up to breath before the arrow 
is returned into the bowman's hand sheisa 
true witch and must be swung as such.“ In 
the case from which this account is taken the 
woman failed in the test, and was consequently 
swung to and fro, roped up toa tree, witha 
bendage of red pepper on her eyes; but it is 
obvious that this kind of ordeal, li o almost all 
rimitive ordeals, is contrived so as to depend 
or its effect much upon the manner in which 
it is conducted, whereby the operator's favor 
becomes worth gaining. A ul archer will 
shoot just as far as he chooses. Ordeal by 
water is the question ordinary, which may 
srobably be constructed as an — whether 
he water fetich or water spirit will accept 
or reject the witch, whether he is on ber 
side or against her; and this seems 
best general explanation of a world-wide cus- 
tom. Another ordeal is by heat, as, for in- 
stance, the picking of a coin out of burning oil. 
But the question extraordinary is b 
on a sacred tree, or by flogging with switches 
of a particular wood. Swinging before an idol, 
with a hook through the muscles of the back, is 
the well-known rite by which a Hindoo devotes 
himself to the god, and flogging with rods from 
a sacred tree manifest! ds superhuman vir- 
tue to the ordinary effect of a vigorous laying 
on. In 1865 a woman of bringing 
cholera into the village was deliberately beaten 
to death with rods of the castor oil which 
is excellent for purging witchcraft. 
also to knock out the front teeth of a notorious 
witch; the practice appears to be cennected 
with the belief, well-knownin all Commarea 
that witches assume animal shapes; for in In 
they are supposed occasionally to transform 
themselves into wild beasts, a superstition an- 
alogous to our European lycanthropy. A good 
many years ago there was an old man practic- 
ing asa physician near ar, in the Hima- 
layas, who was notorious asa sorcerer, inso- 
much that his reputation of having devoured 
many persons under the form of a tiger cost 
him most of his teeth, which were extracted by 
the rajah who then held that country, so as to 
render him less formidable during his constant 
metamorphoses. Shaving the heads of female 
witches is very common among the tribes much 
infested by sorcerers; it is employed as an anti- 
dote, not merely as a Cogveding: punishment, so 
that one is tempted to trace its origin to some 
recondite notion of power residing in the hair; 
and thus even back toward Samson, to Circe, 
with the beautiful jocks, and to the familiar 
devils of early Christian times, who are said to 
havea peculiar attachment for women with 
fine tresses.

Not at all; there is no cit 
gayer than New York; none where life is more 
more more refined. The 
enue have no reason to 
envy the display of The beaches of 
Long Island are quite as popular as Trouville 
and Biarritz. There is over yonder a very aui- 
mated sporting fraternity, among which for- 
tunes are Jost, Won, and lost again, exactly as 
among us. the season the fashionable 
balls can be Hunted by the dozen, and the the- 
aters of the United 8 chat deprive us of 
our célebrated singers and illustrious actors. 
When Mme. Patti has signed an engagement, 
there is joy fyom the green waves of the At- 
lantic to the blue billows of the Pacific. The 
reat cantatrice does not travel in America; she 
is not an artiste bastening from one city to an- 
other; she is a sovereign making royal progress, 
visiting her loyal people. The clubs are as aris- 
tocratic, as exclusive, as the great clubs of 
Paris. Baccarat flourishes in them, and it was 
in them that poker was invenied. Will any one 
assert that itis the intellectual and artistic 
movement of France which draws to us the 
free citizens of the United States? Why, Phila- 
delphia, and especially Boston, surnamed the 
New Athens,’ are proud of their museums and 
academies; the younger school of the American 
romancers, Bret Harte, W. H. Bishop, Edward 
Fawcett, are more popular than any of the 
English novel writers. Then why this invasion 
uf the Americans? Why do they abandon their 
admirable country and come over here and 
dazzle us with their luxury! Why do they 
come to Paris rather than to England, to Germ- 
any, or elsewhere? For a long time past the 
social circles of Paris have ceased to be a closed 
world. Formerly society lived upon haughty 
traditions. It was very difficult for-new com- 
ers to penetrate into it. Today, thanks to the 
ium~ortance which money has acquired, the con- 
dition of things is no longer the ame. A large 
fortune, earned without too noisy a scandal, a 
celebrated name, will sufficeto force all doors 
open with wonderful ease before all strangers 
who have any respectability. By this I mean 
those who are received by the Ambassador or 
minister of their country. Thatis the touch- 
stone and the best one, for a dishonest man and 
a declassee woman do not dare to face the test. 

As the prestige of money increases, that of 
birth naturally diminishes. Vast revenues 
amassed in wholesale commerce or picked out 
of the veins of mines are nowadays quite sufff- 
cient titles of nobility. The French ear yeah 
has for a long time been in the habit of regild- 
ing their coat-of-arms with the fortunes native 
of the bourgeous and financiers. Then they 
turned their attention to foreign dots, and the 
most recherche young girls are the charming 
misses, as much millionaires as they are pretty, 
whom America generously exports. When they 
arrive all are anxious to receiye and do them 
honor. Their parents are often lacking in 
education, but they thernselyes, belonging to 
the second generation, are ignorent of none of 
the secrets of correct life. hey are general! 
very much better educated than young French 

irls, and that, too, without pedantry. for you 
do not have to talk along while with them be- 
fore you discover that they know a great deal, 
that they are always reading, and that their 
minds, formed by study — observation, do 
not recoil before the most difficult problems of 
hilosophy. It is there quite natural that after 
aving been received in the grande monde they 
should soon acquire full rights of citizenship. 
Women have, besides, the art of rapidly adapt- 
ing themselves to new situations, and the 
American woman more so than any other, be- 
cause she is brought up in a more intelligent 
way than the French woman; and she 
is also braver, because she is less held in 
restraint, and is freer, because she knows more. 
The American who has made a sudden fortune 
has, therefore, every interest in coming to Paris, 
tor if ere All doors are open before him, in the 
United States all doors are closed in his face. 
This may seema paradox, but the fact is that 
we do not know what Americau social life is. 
The aristocracy over yonder is very haughty; 
it gives a value to money, but a still greater 
one to birth. What kind of birth? Ask those 
who do not know what is that republic which is 
not, like ours, the offspring of a traditional 
monarchy. There are many citizens of the 
United States who secretly regret that titles of 
nobility do not exist in their country. Not hav- 
ing these titles, they place nobility in certain 
things which can easily be defined. Thus a 
large fortune handed down from generation to 
— is a title of nobilty which closes the 
doors on too recently made fortunes; the admis- 
sion to certain political offices, such as the Pres- 
idency, the Cabinet, a seat in the Senate, an im- 
portant diplomatic post, or a commission in the 
army, is another title which shuts the 
common politician, and there 
the descendants oof the 
the “old families,” as 
they call themselves, who rigidly keep their 
doors closed to all new arrivals. It is not at all 
rare to hear an American lacy say: I don’t 
know Mme. X. She doesn’t belong to my set.’

ELECTRIC MOTORS. 


A Resolution Foreshadowed by Recent 
Important laventiona,

The electric railway in Vienna dates back to 
the Electric Exhibition there, when a mile in

thermo-electric stove has been invented, 
as have also electric lights that dan be used on 
railway cars, in spite of the vibrations and fre- 
quent shocks to which trains are exposed. 

On the water, electricity as a motor has 
made no less rapid than on land. Last 
summer an electric boat was plying on the 
Danube Canal, taking thirty or more passen- 
gers six miles an hour against the strong cur- 
rent and eighteen miles an bour with the stream. 
Two years ago a launch propelled by electricity 
was shown on the Thames, and the following 
year a boat of that character, forty feet long, 
attained a speed of eight miles an hour on the 
measured mile—this boat being the ones we be- 
lieve, already spoken of as used on the Danube, 
Its trips were accompiished, of course, without 
smoke, or heat, or smell of oil, and also without 
noise of engines or vibration. As for the ap- 

ication of — to submarine 
it is now the subject of much study, at 
with some success. Electric arms have 
already been invented, aud one such weapon 
was operated not long ago by Col. Fosbery at 
London, before an assembly of army officers 
and others, by means of a small accumulator 
secreted under his waistcoat. The gun was the 
invention of Pieper of Liege, whe has fired 
more thana hundred s with itin two 
minutes. Wemay yet see electricity revolu- 
tionizing the manufacture of small arms. 

But there is special interest attaching to the 
use of electricity in transportation, because 
here an enormous element in modern ite, aifect- 
ing great populations at all times, is dealt with. 
Of course the matter must still be viewed as 
experimental, since only testa fully 
determine those considerations of economy, con- 
venience, and safety on which ultimate success 
depends. It is certainly noteworthy, however,

If called upon to attend a case of cholera to-day, 
I would be guided by my experience in the past.

possible, I would employ tke bi-sulp as ng 
more soluble. If rejected (as it would almost cer- 
tainly be), I would instantly repeat the dose, and 
continue to do so after every rejection. The par- 
exysms of vomiting and purging would become 
less and less frequent, after every dose of quinine, 
and the patient would gradually rally from his col- 
lapse. 

Pe course there are cases in which the onslaught 
upon life has been so overwhelming as to paralyze 
the absorbents. In such quinine would fail to cure, 
as strychina would fail to kill. But with the ab- 
sorbents acting ever so feebly, cinchonism can be 
induced; and cinchonism, inthe cholera of Asia, is 
what itis in the congestive chill ok Arkansas and 
Louisiana.—Life.
